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SUMMER QUARTER 


The program of the summer quarter is designed pri- 
marily: 


1. To afford opportunities for teachers in service to 
complete degree requirements, renew, up-grade, rein- 
state or reconvert their certificates, improve their 
professional status, and enrich their experience for 
personal growth; 


2. To make it possible for students regularly enrolled 
to pursue their studies the year around, and conse- 
quently to complete degree requirements in less than 
the normal period of four years; 


3. To provide a program for entering students (fresh- 
men) to begin their college work during the summer; 


4. To institute special workshops and projects varying 
according to demands of all of the interested and 
qualified persons concerned; 
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A broad program is planned to aid students to make 
adjustments throughout their college careers and to se- 
cure employment when they leave. This program includes 
professional counseling and services to students in the 
following areas: scholarships, financial aid, health, re- 
ligious values, social activities, job placement, and gen- 
eral life planning. 


Work AID 


Students who are worthy and industrious may meet 
some of their expenses through part-time employment 
provided they maintain high standards of work and satis- 
factory scholastic averages. Most of these jobs are on 
the campus, but placement is made also in the City of 
Savannah and its environs. Applicants for work should 
secure blanks from the Student Personnel Office. Stu- 
dents are assigned to work only after they have been 
admitted and have arrived on the campus. Work assign- 
ments are made in the Office of the Director of Student 
Personnel. 


Living ARRANGEMENTS 


Accommodations for one hundred and _ seventy-five 
women are available in Camilla Hubert Hall. Activities 
are supervised by the Dean of Women and the dormitory 
head resident. 


A new men’s dormitory provides accommodations for 
two hundred and ten men. Dormitory life for men is 
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resident. 


Practice in democratic living is provided through dor- 
mitory clubs in each resident hall. 


Rewicious LIFE 


The campus community is enriched by a religious life 
program under the supervision of an ordained minister. 
This program includes Sunday School, conducted jointly 


by the students and faculty, and a formal worship hour 
with a choir and clergy. Recognized ministers of Savan- 


nah and environs often serve as guest ministers. 


Personal religious counseling is available and pastoral 
care is a continuing service for the College community, 
irrespective of denominational affiliations. 


RECREATION AND SocrAL ACTIVITIES 


Many activities supplement formal education at Sa- 
vannah State College. In addition to the regular religious 
and various cultural opportunities provided through as- 
semblies, and the lecture and lyceum series, there are 
many extra-class activities, such as: orchestra, glee club, 
quartets, choir, student papers, sponsored by classes, 
clubs, Student Council, special interest groups and the 
Student Personnel Department. 


Informal socials are held regularly in the campus 
recreational rooms. Hikes and teurs provide many pleas- 
ant hours of recreation. 
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directly from the applicant’s former school to the 
Registrar. 


To be assured due consideration for admission during 
any quarter, each applicant should see that all required 
credentials are submitted to the Registrar at least six 
weeks before the quarter begins. 


Admission to the Freshman Class—An applicant may 
be admitted to the freshman class by certificate if he has 
graduated from an accredited secondary school, or he 
may qualify for admission through examination admin- 
istered at this College. 


Admission with Advanced Standing—A limited num- 
ber of transfer students may qualify for admission each 
quarter. Each applicant who has attended another col- 
lege shall present the following credentials to support his 
application: 


(a) A statement of honorable dismissal from the col- 
lege last attended. 


(b) Official transcripts covering the complete college 
and secondary school records. 


(c) A personal letter giving full explanation of the 
applicant’s reason for desiring to transfer to Sa- 
vannah State College, his work experience, studies, 
activities, special interests, and plans for the 
future.

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Admission and Registration Procedure 


Each student enrolling in the summer Quarter for the 
first time is required to complete the following steps in 
the process of admission and registration: 


1. Fill out the Application for Admission, which is ob- 
tained from the Registrar. Return the application to: 
The Registrar, Savannah State College, State College 
Branch, Savannah, Georgia. 


2. Obtain the Official Notice of Admission from the 
Registrar. 

3. Complete the following details of registration in per- 
son at Savannah State College on the date scheduled 
for registration. 


(a) Students confer with advisor, secure cards and 
work out class schedule. 


(b) Pay fees at Comptroller’s Office. 
(c) Pick up class cards at Registrar’s Office. 


Students are cautioned that: (1) a student who fails 
to attend a class or who incurs excessive absences, shall 
be penalized according to current attendance regulations; 
(2) a student who attends a class that is not listed on his 
official program in the Office of the Registrar shall re- 
ceive no credit for the course.

STUDENT GROUP INSURANCE. The Savannah 
State College student group insurance plan has been 
designed to protect all full time students of the school. 
The premium of $15.00 per year is payable in install- 
ments of $5.00 each quarter and the student is covered 
for twelve (12) months—including recess and vacation 
periods. The insuring company will pay up to $250.00 
for each accident—regardless of what other coverages 
the student has. Payment is unallocated; the plan will 
pay for any or all of the following: medical and surgical 
treatment by a physician, hospital confinement and 
nurse’s services, miscellaneous hospital expenses, and 
dental treatment made necessary by injury to natural 
teeth. 


SPECIAL EXAMINATION FEE. A fee of $1.00 is 


required for each special, delinquent, or validation exami- 
nation. Arrangements for such examinations must be 
made with the Dean of Faculty. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES FEE. A student activities fee 
of $8.00 per quarter is required of each student. The

WITHDRAWAL AND REFUND OF FEES 


A student who wishes to withdraw must secure per- 
mission to withdraw from the college. The procedure for 
withdrawal is as follows: 


l. The student must secure forms for withdrawal from 
the Office of Student Personnel and confer with 
the Director of Student Personnel. 


2. The student will then confer with the Director of 
Summer School and secure his endorsement of the 
request for withdrawal. 


3. The student will then take the request for with- 
drawal to the Registrar for final action. 


Students ill at home or otherwise not able to follow 
this procedure should write or have someone write to 
the Director of Student Personnel requesting permission 
to withdraw. 


No refund of fees for any term will be authorized un- 
less the foregoing procedure is completed before the end 
of such term.
